Hidden blue prints of a secret 
room in the house are sought by eager volun- 
teers. Romance shines undefeated through- 
out all the troublesome plots and counter- 
plots. There is not one single minute that 
the spectator’s spine is not called upon to 
rise and shiver, and his throat to rattle in 
frightful gasps of joy. 

Although tens of thousands have seen the 
stage version of “The Bat” in its several 
years’ carcer, the secret of its real culprit as 
finally revealed by its authors, Mary Roberts 
Rinehart and Avery Hopwood, has been well 
kept. The public has refrained from giving 
away the solution to members who have not 
seen it, and it is expected that the same 
loyalty to good entertainment will prevail 
when the big film production of the play 
comes to this town,

Margaret Parsons is making a wonderful 
Cinderella, and other leaders in the cast are 
Guy Phillips as the Policeman, William Ker- 
shaw as Mr. Bodie, Ruth Taylor as Dr.

What Is Safe Milk? 


“Milk must be either pasteurized, boiled or 
certified to be safe for the people of Massa- 
chusetts to drink,”’ says the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Pasteurization is de- 
fined by law as “heating milk from 140 to 
145 degrees Fahrenheit for thirty minutes.” 
Inadequate or careless pasteurization is 
worse than no pasteurization, for people are 
depending on a protection that is not real. 
Certified milk means milk that is produced 
under careful supervision, which demands 
three things: 

1, Fresh milk from tuberculosis free cows. 

2. Medical examination of personnel, clean 
handling and clean containers. 

3. Proper icing. 

The simplst of the three methods is boiling 
and this should be done whenever there is 
any doubt concerning the purity of the milk. 
Boiled or pasteurized milk will not cause con- 
stipation or tooth decay if raw fruit juices and 
vegetables are used daily. 

“Raw milk, unless certified, is worse than 
no milk at all,” adds Dr. Susan M. Coffin, 
Pediatrician of the State Department of 
Public Health, when discussing suggestions 
for the new flyer on milk that the Depart- 
nient has just prepared for general distribu- 
tion, 

Raw milk is dangerous because it may con- 
tain disease germs that have come from the 
cow or from careless handling. Once these 
germs have gotten into the milk they may 
multiply very rapidly, for it is an excellent 
material for their growth. 

Although milk is an excellent food in that 
it contains mineral salts, vitamins, protein, 
fat and sugar, and is valuable for building 
bones and teeth, rebuilding worn parts of the 
body and furnishing warmth and strength to 
the body, if it has not been produced under 
scripulous supervision, or if it has not been 
yasteurized or boiled our children would be 
Petter without it,

Extension Classes Popular with Women 

During 1926 the Extension Department of 
the Essex County Agricultural School en- 
rolled 779 homemakers in its adult classes. 
These classes were conducted in forty-one 
communities. 

Classes vary with the wishes of the women, 
but are held along lines of Clothing, Home 
Management and Home Furnishing, Child 
Feeding and Child Clothing combined, and 
Food Selection, If a woman wishes to learn 
to make guide patterns, to care for her sewing 
machine or to learn ways of finishing gar- 
ments, the help is available. If she wishes 
to furnish her home or to renovate old furni- 
ture, the chance is hers. The food selection 
lessons answer the questions of how much, 
what kinds, and are we having the right foods 
for health and growth. 

An estimate of the number of women 
students in Massachusetts colleges shows 
about eight thousand girls registered for 
degrees. Last year, there were registered in 
extension classes under the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, nearly seven thousand 
women, and this year the number has been 
much increased.

The location of the new building on 
the corner of Main and Punchard avenue 
is causing a great deal of comment about 
town. Many citizens are grieved to 
think that a structure should be built 
out of line with all other buildings in the 
business district. The owners are 
acting within their rights to do so, but 
a far-sighted policy for the town re- 
quires a different plan. 

Several years ago when the new block 
was built on the corner of Main and 
Chestnut streets, the original intention 
was to build as close to the road as 
possible. The Townsman, thinking 
that this was detrimental to the future 
interests of the town, succeeded in 
formulating public opinion which per- 
suaded the builders to move their block 
back several feet, thus permitting an 
unusually wide sidewalk. The reason 
for this is that as the business district 
extends southward, there will be a 
growing need to make Main street as 
wide south of Chestnut street, as it is in 
the center of the town. The need for 
this may not be during the next ten

The exca- 
vations for the new block have already 
been made, and yet, if the proprietors 
are willing to alter their position, it 
would be a good investment to reim- 
burse them for whatever expense may 
be involved in erecting the building 
several feet further back.

To Give Dance Recital under Auspices 
of Public School Teachers’ Association 


On January 20, Catherine Beatrice Rapp 
of the Noyes-Group will be presented in a 
lecture recital by the Andover Public School 
Teachers’ association. Miss Rapp, in her 
recital, will show movement on Rhythm; 
what it means, and the results which it will 
bring. 

“We all know,” says Miss Rapp, “there 
are times when we feel at our best, our minds 
work clearly, decisions come easily, all our 
machinery both mental and physical seems 
to work with extraordinary smoothness. 
If we could only retain those moments! 
But we can't, they slip from us! The mak- 
ing constant of those Righ moments is what 
we mean by being ‘in Rhythm’ and through 
its teaching the Noyes School of Rhythm is 
proving that those high spots can be made 
constant. Think what life would be like 
if at all times, we were at our best!” 

“Tt is at those high moments,” Miss 
Rapp added, ‘‘that we become creative — 
creative in some one of the arts or creative 
in our business or home life. It is those 
moments that bring the inspiration through 
which real art is born and no real art is 
born except through inspiration. Real art 
cannot be invented.” 

Miss Rapp in her dancing is showing one 
medium through which the creative may 
come. “These dances are not calculated 
movement, — steps which I have learned,” 
she says, “but the same form comes each 
time because the meaning is always the 
same and the form is governed by. the 
meaning.” 

“The principles upon which the Noyes 
work is based are rapidly attracting the 
attention of artists and educators through- 
out the country. They are realizing the 
mental and physical benefits which the 
work brings to pupils, even to those who come 
to classes but for an hour or so a week. The 
refreshment and vigor which comes as a 
result of the class work is marked.” 

Miss Rapp is an exponent of the Noyes 
School of Rhythm, and Director of their 
Program Department. She has just re- 
turned from a trip West during which she 
appeared in recitals in Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and Minneapolis.

Terming the two Boston men arrested by 
local police last Thursday following a 
sensational chase from the South Lawrence 
station to the Andover depot as “dangerous 
men to be at large,” Judge J. J. Mahoney 
Thursday, in District court ordered them 
held under bail of $2,000 each for the Jan- 
uary sitting of the Essex County Grand Jury. 
The defendants are: James F. Dunn, alias 
Dunamara, and Thomas Hickey, 
Martin. 

Hickey and Dunn who were held on 
charges of idle and disorderly conduct pleaded 
not guilty to a new complaint of larceny 
of $170 from the person of Edward L. 
Farrington of West Buxton. Me, Hickey 
also pleaded not guilty to being a fugitive 
from justice from the state of Pennsylvania 
where he is charged with larceny on two 
counts. This charge was continued until 
January 24 nisi, in order that Pennsylvania 
authorities may come here with i 
papers to return the defendant to Phil- 
adelphia. 

The hearing of the two men Thursday 
morning occupied the court for more than 
two hours. They were arrested in Andover, 
after Police Officers Arthur Riley an 
Patrick Dwyer, in a commandeered machine, 
chased a taxicab in which the men were 
riding with a third man from South Lawrence 
station of the Boston & Maine railroad. 
When questioned at Lawrence police head- 
quarters, after their apprehension, both men 
admitted to police that their occupation for 
the past six months had been bootlegging. 

Yesterday morning Farrington, employed 
as a construction worker, was called as a 
witness for the Commonwealth. He said 
that the defendants were two of three men 
who were riding ahead of him in the train 
in which he was bound for Portland, Thurs- 
day afternoon. After looking at them 
intently he said they were the same men that 
ie against him as they left the car at 
South Lawrence. 

Money in bills to the amount of more than 
$150 was introduced by the prosecution as 
evidence, Farrington identified some of 
these as his. Atty. A. X. Dooley, counsel for 
Hickey and Dunn, then subjected the witness 
to a searching cross examination. He 
demanded to know how Farrington could 
identify the bills as his. The witness said he 
could tell by the “wrinkles.” He explained 
this by saying that they had been in his bill 
fold for some time and that the sweat of his 
body had caused them to wrinkle in a 
eculiar manner, He was positive in his 
identification of some of the bills, although 
he would not swear to others. 

Farrington said he always carried i 
billfold in his left hip pocket, although he 
had “got hell a ed many times from his 
mother-in-law for doing so.’’ Witness de- 
clared he did not drink, although he came 
from Maine, as Mr. Dooley put it. 

Farrington perspired profusely on the 
stand. On one occasion he pulled his watch 
on the defense counsel and said: “Hurry up 
and get over with this. I want to get that 
train back.” 

Dunn was bailed by a Boston bondsman; 
Hickey, however, until press time, had been 
unable to secure bail.

CAKES AND SWEETS 

A delicious cake which will be en- 
joyed by all the famlly, ts: 

Orange Cake.—Beat 
thoroughly two cupfuls 
of sugar with one-half 
cupful of butter, the 
beaten yolks of five eggs 
and the whites of three, 
the latter folded in at 
the last. Two and one 
half cupfuls of flour 
(scant measure), two 
teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder and the juice 
and rind of an orange. Bake in lay- 
ers and ice with the following: Beat 
the two remaining whites until stiff, 
add powdered sugar, the julce and 
grated rind of an orange until the 
icing is thick enough to spread. 

White House Pound Cake.—Take 
the grated peel from one lemon and 
add it to one pound of butter; when 
very creamy add one pound of sugar 
and continue beating for ten minutes, 
Add the yolks of nine eggs and the 
juice of five lemons; beat for another 
ten minutes. Add to this mixture a 
quarter of a pound each of stoned 
raisins and currants, chopped candied 
cherries and seedless raisins with pre- 
served orange and lemon peel mixed 
and cut into shreds. Fold in gradual- 
ly one pound (four cupfuls) of flour. 
Bake in a well-greased paper-lined 
tin for three hours. If carefully 
packed in tin this cake will keep for 
months, 

Alhambra Bonbons.—Chop very fine 
{in a meat chopper one-half cupful of 
blanched almonds and one-fourth cup- 
ful of seeded raisins, Mix with one to 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls of honey 
or maple sirup to muke a paste that 
will roll Into balls. Roll in granulated 
sugar and cinnamon or in chopped 
almonds, This may be used as a bon- 
bon with halve# of walnuts. 

Fudge.—Take two cupfuls of sugar, 
one-third of a cupful of corn sirup, 


one-half cupful of milk, one table- 
spoonful of butter, two squares of 
chocolate or the same amount of 
cocoa—less if not liked so strong, 


Boll to a soft stage, cool before stir- 
ring then beat until creamy, Adding 
other flavors, nuts or dried frult, will 
fudge.

But It Pays to Walk 


Botanist Recalled as 
Ben Franklin’s Friend 


When Benjamin Franklin returned 
from his long stay in England, where 
he had spent much time with Peter 
Collinson, the English botanist, he be- 
came highly unpopular with the Amer- 
fcans for a time, and his treatment 
caused Collinson to write warning 
letters to the English government, ex- 
pressing the belief that America might 
attempt a revolution for independence 
from the mother country. 

It was Collinson’s information and 
encouragement that first induced 
Franklin to interest himself in elec- 
tricity and Collinson published his 
friend’s experiments to the Royal s0- 
clety, defended him against their criti- 
cism, and secured his election as a 
fellow, says a writer in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

As a botanist Collinson obtained 
many native plants from the early col- 
onists in America and distributed them 
among landowners in England. 


For That Tired Feeling 

Meat seems to be almost at the 
head of the list of iron foods; oysters 
ure not far behind; spinach 1s as vulu- 
able as we have been taught to regard 
it; other leafy vegetables, such as 
cabbage, lettuce and chard, cannot 
compare with spinach. Many of the 
fruits and vegetables are low in fron, 
much lower than some of us have be- 
Heved. Prunes and raisins, however, 
deserve a high rank, just as we have 
supposed. Potatoes are surprisingly 
good; indeed, they are better than 
many of the other vegetables, that Is, 
if they are not depleted by careless 
preparation. Eggs are valuable. 
Whole cereals and bread made from 
the entire grain are important sources 
of iron, Dried beans are good tron 
foods. Although the glass of milk does 
not contain much iron, if taken in 
customary large amounts milk be- 
comes quite important as a source of 
fron. Cane molasses {s a much bet- 
ter:source of iron than sugar.—The 
Delineator.

ings in her walls 
as simply and easily as she moves 
the bed into another corner and puts 
the bookcase where the couch used 
to be. At one time, when I went to 
see her, she had just cut a new win- 
dow in a space on her living-room 
wall, so that she could see a great 
white pine which stood across the 
street. Another time she cut a door 
(or had the carpenter do it) between 
two bedrooms, to make for greater 
convenience, A wall was no barrier 
to her! 

The latest liberty she has taken with 
her walls, however, is one I have al- 
most courage enough to follow. This 
time it is her kitchen wall, on the 
side which runs along the back porch 
of her suburban home. She calmly 
had a hole the size of a door cut in 
this wall, and in the aperture she 
had built a substantial closet, equipped 
with shelves and furnished with cup- 
board doors on both sides, That 1s, 
a pair of doors opened into the closet 
from the kitchen and another patr 
opened into it from the porch, 

“You see,” she explained, “in win- 
ter weather the milk bottles used to 
be placed on the back step and would 
freeze solid before I got up and 
brought them In, Often, too, I would 
be out when the grocer’s boy came to 
deliver, and the vegetables, lettuce, 
celery and other freezubles would be 
killed by the cold. So I devised this 
cupboard, The milkman and trades | 
people come up on the porch, open 
the doors and put the food in on the 
shelves and close the doors, The 
body of the closet Is In the warm 
kitchen, so the foods are safe. When 
I come in I open the doors in the 
kitchen and lift the articles out. 

“This keeps foods free from dust 
and tramps as well, to say nothing 
of stray dogs and cats, At night the 
doors are locked from the Inside, and 
I have never missed anything yet. It 
keeps the cold winter wind out of the 
kitchen, too, for the outer doors are 
closed when I go to get my provender. 
The closet acts as a sort of winter 
refrigerator, for while it Is not cold 
enough to freeze foods it is cold enough 
to preserve them. My double cup- | 
board is one of my greatest comforts,” |
